Atlantic coast states, together with the low jver the southwestern portion 
of the country, is causing warm moist air to flow northward over the middle 
great plains slates, and os a result, moderate to heavy rains have fallen 
over the southern and eastern portions of Nebraska during the past 24 hours 
The resultonf cloudiness will probably prevent the temperature from rising 
rapidly, so cooler doy time temperatures ore expected than occurred during 
the past few days. Hot weather conlinues over the southwestern portion of 
the country, and temperatures are again rising over the southern great 
plains and west Gulf states.
